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1 •  ^ATER  supply 

The  supply  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  hut  a  diminishing 
number  of  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  discolouration 
pf' the  mains  water  and  the  presence  of  aoellus  (shrimps) 

Of  the  25,166  persons  living  in  the  3,453  houses  in  the 
district  all  but  4  persons  have  an  internal  piped  supply,  i  These 
four  are  in  two  isolated  farm  houses  with  a  well  supply  of  water. 

Examination  of  water: 


a)  Mains  Hater 

Eight  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
we re  reported  satisfactory.

One  sample  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  after 
filtration  by  a  household  filter  was  reported  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

2.  SJTfSRlGE  AND  SEWACE  DISPOSAL 

Every  part  of  the  Urban  District  is  sewered  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  the  east  part  and  Kilby  Bridge.  Consequently  only  46 
dwellings  are  not  drained  into  public  sewers  and  more  than  half 
of  these  have  waterclosets  drained  to  septic  tanks  and  filters 
or  cesspools.  Extension  of  the  sewage  works  is  in  progress, 
storm  water  storage  tanks  with  a  capacity  of  435,000  gallons  are 
completed  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  existing  trunk  sewers 
will  be  extended  and,  in  parts  of  the  district,  replaced  with 
larger  sewers  during  1  966 . 

14  samples  of  sewage  effluent  were  examined  during  the  year 
and  all  proved  highly  unsatisfactory. 

3 •  CESS  POOLS  AND  CLOSETS 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  10,220  water  closets  in  the 
district.  There  are  only  14  pail  closets,  19  cesspools  and  9 
septic  tank  and  filter  schemes.  The  contents  of  cesspools  and 
pail  closets  are  removed  and  disposed  of  by  the  Council,  free 
of  charge.

The  refuse  collection  fleet  comprises  3  -  16/18  cu.  yd. 
fore  and  aft  tippers  and  1  -  35  cu.  yd.  compression  vehicle. 

The  addition  to  the  fleet  of  the  compression  vehicle  has 
helped  to  offset  the  increased  work  resulting  from  the  domestic 
and  industrial  building  development  and  the  continuing  increase 
in  the  bulk  to  weight  ratio  of  refuse.  A  noticeable  increase  in 
refuse  arises  from  the  building  of  flats  without  fireplaces,  the 
installation  of  gas  and  oil  central  heating  systems  in  houses 
and  the  conversion  of  industrial  boilers  to  mechanical  stoking 
or  oil  burning.  Less  and  less  refuse  is,  in  consequence,  being 
burned  at  the  places  of  production.  A  further  compression 
vehicle  is  to  be  ordered  for  mid  -  1$66  which,  with  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  a  four  gang  system  of  collection,  will  help  to  solve 
problems  arising  from  the  increase  in  refuse  and  the  difficulty 
of  obtaining  suitable  men  as  refuse  collectors. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  refuse  collectors  completed 
its  trial  period  in  May  196.5  and  it  has  served  a  useful  purpose 
but  has  not  come  up  to  my  expectations  as  for  as  attracting  labour 
is  concerned.  This  was  duo  mainly  to  more  lucrative  employment 
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being  offered  to  refuse  collectors  by  competing  naj  gh'k'^'uring 
local  authorities,  in  fact  a  rat  race  for  labour  has  developed, 
and  for  the  better  type  of  workman,  full  employment  in  industry 
at  wages  approaching  the  salaries  of  professional  men.  Mod¬ 
ifications  were  made  to  the  scheme  and  it  has  now  become  a 
permenant  feature  but  is  still  failing  to  attract  and  retain 
suitable  and  sufficient  men  to  enable  a  seven  day  cycle  of 
collection  to  be  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  failure  to  aquire  new  tipping  sites  is  still  causing 
me  grave  concern  as  I  estimate  that  it  will  be  necessary  to 
move  to  a  new  site  by  January  1967.  A s  y°'^  no  nGW  site  has 
been  aquired  in  spite  of  my  repeated  requests  to  the  Council 
to,  at  least,  obtain  planning  permission  for  use  of  its  land 
at  the  Sewage  Works  as  a  tip.  Due  to,  in  my  opinion,  unwar¬ 
ranted  objections,  it  would  appear  that  the  Council’s  inten¬ 
tion  to  obtain  the  site  at  Kilby  Bridge  has  been  abandoned 
and  agreement  has  not  been  reached  with  the  owners  regarding 
aquisiuion  of  the  adversely  sloping  land  adjoining  the  Magna 
Road  tip.  The  Council  are  thus  in  the  unenviable  position 
of  having  only  sufficient  tipping  space  to  last  until  the 
1st.  January,  19^7,  and  even  if  the  Magna  Road  site  is  acquired 
this  will  only  last  approximately  five  years.  I  consider  that 
bolder  measures  and  a  far  seeing  policy  regarding  tipping 
sites  is  necessary  and  that  planning  for  twenty  five  years 
ahead,  not  five  years,  should  be  the  aim.  To  this  end,  both 
the  Magna  Road  and  Kilby  Eridge  sites  should  be  acquired  now 
-  if  necessary  by  compulsory  purchase  and  planning  permission 
sought  for  the  land  at  the  sewage  works. 

5 .  TRADE  REFUSE 

This  part  of  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service 
is  increasing  steadily  and  will  soon  occupy  all  the  time  of 
one  gang. 


165  premises  are  at  present  served  and  the  income  derived 
from  this  service  will  exceed  £1450  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

6.  SALVAGE 

Waste  paper  is  collected  for  salvage  during  the  normal 
collection  of  household  refuse  and  stored  in  salvage  racks 
an  the  vehicles. 

Following  publicity  aimed  at  householders  early  in  the 
year,  there  was  an  increa.se  in  the  amount  of  paper  bundled 
and  put  out  for  salvage.  Unfortunately,  due  to  various  reasons, 
the  weight  of  paper  salvaged  declined  towards  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  principal  reasons  were: 

a)  Shortage  of  collection  staff  and  constant  change  in  the 
personnell. 

b)  Variation  in  the  periods  between  refuse  collection  causing 
paper  intended  for  salvage  to  become  wet  before  collection. 

During  the  current  financial  year  the  weight  of  salvaged 
paper  and  card  was  as  follows  and  realised  £940.  IBs.  Id 
increase  of  £245.

The  bulk  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  now  operative 
at  all  premises  but  the  important  Sanitary  Conveniences  .Reg¬ 
ulations,  1964  and  Washing  Facilities  Regulations,  1  964  do 
not  come  into  force  until  1st  January,  1966. 

There  are  no  regulations  in  respect  of  standards  of 
lighting,  but  following  a  request  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour, 
to  all  local  authorities,  to  include  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1965  a  separate  report  in  narrative  form,  covering  a 
general  impression  of  the  existing  standard  of  lighting,  it 
is  anticipated  that  when  the  information  from  the  reports 
has  been  collated,  legal  lighting  standards  will  be  set. 
During  investigations  in  Wigston,  when  the  lighting,  both 
natural  and  artificial,  was  measured  in  lumens  per  square 
foot  at  various  types  of  premises  and  in  varying  positions, 
such  as  at  the  working  plane,  working  areas  of  shops,  pas¬ 
sages,  stockrooms  etc.,  a  reasonable  standard  of  lighting 
was  found  to  be  maintained. 

During  general  inspections  under  the  Act,  a  good  all 
round  standard  has  been  noted  at  the  local  offices  and  shops. 
This  is  due  to  work  done  in  the  past  by  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  under  the  Food  Hygiene  General  Regulations  and 
Shops  Act,  especially  with  regard  to  enforcement  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  these  Regulations  and  Act  relating  to  the  suita¬ 
bility  and  sufficiency  of  lighting,  sanitary  accommodation 
and  washing  facilities,  ventilation  etc.

establishments,  including  mobile  food  shops,  from  which  they 
make  their  purchases.  They  should  cease  to  support  food 
establishments  which  only  just  satisfy  the  law  in  respect  of 
type  of  structure,  equipment,  the  manner  in  which  foods  are 
displayed  and  protected  against  contamination,  and  in  which 
untidy  and  careless  staff  are  employed  and  dogs  and  cats 
allowed  to  roam.  Open  food  exposed  on  a  counter,  food  hand¬ 
lers  who  are  smoking,  dirty  overalls,  unhygenic  handling  of 
food,  the  use  of  newspaper  as  direct  food  7/rappers,  should 
now  he  pointed  out  by  the  customer  to  the  offending  person.

Licensed  Premises  -  Public  Houses  and  Clubs 


During  the  year  only  16  inspections  were  made  at  11  of 
the  licensed  premises  in  the  district.  This  drop  in  the 
number  of  inpsections  was  caused  by  shortage  of  staff  and 
pressure  of  other  work.  Consequently  the  bringing  up  to 
standard  and  improvements  at  public  houses  and  clubs  appears 
from  the  list  below  to  ha.ve  considerably  slowed  down,  but  on 
making  further  inspections  I  am  hopeful  that  we  sha.ll  find 
this  is  not  the  case  and  that  breweries  and  managements 
have  continued  with  their  good  work  oven  without  being 
"pushed"  by  my  department  every  few  weeks. 

There  is  still  a  steady  increase  in  premises  being 
converted  to  pressurised  and  metered  beer  delivery  and  we 
now  have  at  least  two  public  houses  on  pressurised  beer 
and  four  public  houses  and  clubs  on  metered  beer.  At  these 
premises  the  problem  of  overspill  contamination  is  grea.tly 
reduced.  One  brewery,  as  a  result  of  continued  pressure 
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from  me,  agreed  to  take  back  any  overspill  from  its  public 
houses  in  this  district  only.

Food  Poisoning  and  Bacterial  Swabbing 


Following  two  cases  of  food  poisoning,  the  causative 

organism  of  which  was  identified  as  staphylococcus  aureus  and 
traced  back  to  a  carrier  serving  in  a  butchers  shop,  swabs 
have  been  taken  of  equipment,  utensils  and  fittings  and  in 
certain  instances  hand  and  nose  swabs  in  all  butchers  shops 
in  the  district. 

A  total  of  262  swabs  were  taken  primarily  to  find  any 
staphylococcus  aureus  contamination  and  to  warn  any  food 
handlers  of  the  dangers  of  this  particular  organism,  and 
secondly  to  find  the  degree  of  bacterial  cleanliness  of  the 

premises. 

During  the  first  round  of  swabbing  no  staphylococcus 
aureus  was  found  but  the  majority  of  the  premises  showed  mod- 
era-te  to  heavy  growths  of  various  bacteria  on  their  equipment 
etc.  It  was  suggested  to  all  firms  that  in  order  to  attain  a 
higher  degree  of  cleanliness  of  utensils,  a  steriliser/deter- 
gent  should  be  used  instead  of  just  a  detergent.  This  has  been 
adopted  in  quite  a  number  of  premises  and  a  second  round  of 
swabbing  was  carried  out  at  the  premises,  with  the  result  that 
few  heavy  growths  of  bacteria  were  found,  but  staphylococcous 
aureus  was  found  on  equipment  in  two  premises.  Check  swabbing 
of  the  assistants  was  carried  out  and  two  carriers  found.  They 
were  warned  of  their  potential  danger  and  instructed  in  the 
sound  hygenic  pra.ctices  to  be  adopted. 

Obviously  this  type  of  swabbing  is  a  hit  or  miss  method 
but  I  feel  sufficient  information  is  gained  about  the  cleanli¬ 
ness  of  the  premises  to  continue  with  periodic  checks  along 
the  same  lines.

All  the  Grade  II,  III  and  IV  samples  except  one  Gra.de  III 
sample  were  from  one  firm  vending  soft  ice-cream  and  were  from 
a  series  of  samples  taken  to  ascertain  the  parts  of  the  ice-cream 
machine  which  were  not  being  efficiently  cleaned  ana  sterilised. 
During  this  investigation  18  swabs  were  taken  from  ice-cream 
equipment  for  the  bacterial  examination.  The  results  obtained 
from  the  samples  and  swabs  enabled  me  to  pin  point  the  focal 
point  in  the  machine  whore,  due  to  inadequate  cleansing,  bacteria, 
was  developing  and  advise  the  vendor  on  the  appropriate  action 
to  take. 

The  ma,nufa.cture  of  ice-cream  retailed  in  Uigston  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  not  more  than  six  large  companies  and  conse¬ 
quently  interest  has  now  to  be  focussed  on  the  methods  of 
handling  and  storage  by  retailers,  rather  than  the  manufac- 
turing  process.

In  the  short  time  that  these  Regulations  have  been  in 
force,  they  have,  in  my  opinion,  achieved  the  object  that  the 
legislators  had  in  mind  -  the  eradication  of  food  poisoning 
caused  by  salmonella,  organisms  in  imported  liquid  egg. 

All  samples  of  whole  egg,  and  egg  white  taken  during  the 
year  satisfied  the  Alpha  Amylase  Test  and  the  test  for  the 
presence  of  salmonella.

15.  CLEAN  AIR  ACT  19 56 . 


No  major  industrial  smoke  problems  arose  during  the  year. 
The  provision  of  oil  and  gas  fired  boilers,  both  at  domestic 
and  industrial  premises  and  the  conversion  of  solid  fuel  boilers 
to  burn  liquid  or  gaseous  fuels  removes  a  means  for  dispensing 
of  some  household  refuse  and  industrial  waste.  Consequently 
either  the  amount  of  refuse  to  be  removed  increases  or  the 
number  of  garden  and  factory  yard  bonfires  at  premises  where 
such  ins tallat ions  or  conversions  are  carried  out. 

Only  under  exceptional  circumstances  can  formal  action  be 
taken  to  deal  with  the  intolerable  nuisance  censed  by  the 
obnoxious,  anti-social  garden  bonfire. 

This  ritual,  produces  air-oollution  to  a  marked  degree  and 
whilst  the  burning  of  garden  refuse  may  not  pollute  the  atmos¬ 
phere  with  sulphar  compounds,  as  does  the  domestic  and  indust- 
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rial  fireplace  or  boiler  burning  coal  or  coke,  it  produces 
much  more  benzpyrene  -  a  cancer  producing  agent  -  thayw  the 
total  cigarette  smoking  of  the  nation. 

The  fiendish  act  of  lighting  a  garden  bonfire,  resulting 
in  the  production  of  volumes  of  acrid  pungent  smoke  which 
drives  everyone  indoors, on  the  windward  side  at  least,  to 
curse  the  incendiary  behind  tightly  closed  windows  and  doors, 
should  be  outlawed. 

The  ban  on  open  air  fires  should  be  enforcable  by  a  new 
provision  in  the  Clean  Mr  Act  as  appeals  by  his  neighbours 
to  the  man  who  "loves  to  have  a  bonfire"  are  often  neither 
diplomatic  or  heeded  and  every  spring  and  autumn  and  often 
in  balmy  summer  evenings  lead  to  more  "over  the  garden  wall" 
altercations  than  there  are  stars  in  the  smoke  polluted  heavens 

What  is  to  be  done  with  the  dense,  damp,  vegetable 
matter,  twigs,  cuttings  etc.  if  it  cannot  be  removed  as  dom¬ 
estic  refuse  by  the  Council’s  refuse  collectors?  It  can  and 
should  be  used  to  produce  good  humus  for  the  soil,  by  com¬ 
posting  it  in  a  suitable  position  in  the  garden  and  thus 
reduce  the  necessity  for  using  expensive  chemical  fertilisers. 

47  recorded  inspections  and  19  observations  on  chimneys  or 
industrial  bonfires  were  made  at  27  premises. 

12  nuisances  were  noted,  13  informal  notices  served  and  12 
complied  with. 

4  chimney  heights  were  fixed  following  submission  of  plans 
for  industrial  buildings. 

2  new  oil  fired  industrial  boilers,  a  wood  waste  incinerator, 
a  gas  boiler  and  a  solid  fuel  boiler  with  automatic  means  for 
stoking  were  installed  during  the  year  whilst  4  solid  fuel 
boilers  were  replaced  by  3  oil  and  one  gas  boiler. 

1 6.  STAFF 

In  June  the  Student  Public  Health  Inspector  qualified 
and  was  appointed  Second  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  as 
from  the  1  st  July,  the  post  of  Student  Public  Health  Inspector 
being  deleted  from  the  Establishment. 

He  left  to  take  up  a  more  lucrative  appointment  with 
another  local  authority  on  the  1st  November  -  four  months  later 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  the  department  has  been  under 
staffed  but  the  Council  have  resolved  to  fill  the  vacant  post 
of  Second  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  and  appoint  a 
Clerk/Typist  for  full  time  employment  in  the  Health  Department.
